dash to the upper story for blank­ 
ets at the same time instructing his 
wife to close the doors of the kitch­ 
en so as to confine the flames as 
much as possible to one portion of 
the house. But Mrs. Eaton either to 
badly excited or being repelled by 
the angry flames failed to do so 
and broke for the open. Consequent­ 
ly by the time Mr. Eaton reached the 
stairway on his return trip the flames 
had spread to such extent that he 
was compelled to fly back up the 
stairs and leap from an upper story 
window to save his life. 
Practically nothing escaped the de­ 
vouring flames so rapid was their 
work. In an attempt to save a piano, 
Mr. Hall, a normal 
student 
who 
was boarding there received a se­ 
vere scorching about his head and 
face. 
The high 
winds then 
prevailing 
seemed to delight In sweeping the 
flames as high and far as possible, 
'for *a ‘while K *«e«eme<l that all* 
the houses in reach would be wiped 
opt despite the efforts of the fire 
department, and spectators who join­ 
ed in the fight. The barn on the rear 
of the Eaton home caught, the home 
on the north side of the street and 
opposite the fire was endangered by 
a burning shingle which ignited the 
roof, but owing to the alertness of 
the boys with the hose both the 
barn and the dwelling escaped dis­ 
aster, with slight damage. 
Mr. Brady’s home which stands in 
close proximity to the Eaton place 
got very hot and was saved only bv 
a copious supply of water repeated­ 
ly turned on it. 
Mr. Eaton’s loss is probably near 
the $2,500 mark, some of which is 
covered by insurance.

Adams Ward, one of America’s great 
sculptors, died today at his home 
here, in his 80th year. He had been 
111 for three months. He is susvived

Womsin Shot By Of tier Whom She 
Resisted Kissing Her. 


Washington, May I.—A letter writ­ 
ten to the American consul at Man­ 
agua, Nic., by Narciso A niline, a cit­ 
izen of Nicaragua, detailing incidents 
of cruelties in that republic, has been 
forwarde dhere to Senor Castrillo rep 
re8entative of the Estrada forces in 
Washington. 
In his letter Mr. Arellane says: * 
“I think it best that you sboupld 
know that these people are at their 
old work again. They are torturing 
men and even boys at Mandahno and 
at Granada, whipping them, suspend- , 
ing them from the thumbs with cords | 
all this to wrench out confessions j 
from them as to who carried provis- I 
ions to Calixto Talavoras guerillas 
beyond Ma nd ai mo. 
Example Horrible. 
“I will cite as an example the case 
of Octavio Marence, a young man 
owning a ranch a few miles from 
Mandaimo, who was dealt two hun­ 
dred lashes with sticks at midnight 
on the sixth of April at the jail at 
Granada. He is now at the peniten­ 
tiary in this town (Managua) and as 
it is a matter of common knowledge 
you must have heard the story from 
another source. 
“They have also burned property, 
and wrought damage to an incalcul­ 
able degree, but this we will pass 
lightly out of mind. It is the rest 
I lay stress on, I am ashamed that 
such cruelties should be committed 
by men who profess to be christians 
and are Nicaraguans—such ferocity 
is more the work of fiends than hu­ 
man beings. 
Appeal to America. 
“We wish 
the 
state 
department 
and the American public to be ac­ 
quainted with these facts as it might 
help matters a bit. It is a real shame 
that such work is going on with 
your warships a few miles off Sor- 
into harbor, when just a word from 
Admiral Kimball would stop this dev­ 
il’s work. Should the admiral send 
another to investigate he would dis­ 
close a condition of things unpara­ 
lleled even in the Congo Free State.’’ 
Under date of April IQ from Man­ 
agua, a subsequent note to the Amer­ 
ican consul at Managua from Arel­ 
lane states that the author has re­ 
ceived reliable information of sev­ 
enteen cases in which men have been 
bung up by the thumbs. He gives 
the names of the 17 victims and the 
name of one man who was shot and 
two who were lashed. 
Another document detailing those 
alleged 
cruelties 
and 
mentioning 
such instances of insults to women 
by 
officers, 
alleging 
in 
one case 
that a woman was shot because she 
resister a government officer who 
tried to kiss her, has been submit­ 
ted to the state department by Senor 
Castrillo.

Explosion Wrought Havoc. 
A terrific explosion occurred at Dls- 
tington ironworks, near Workington, 
England, recently, causing damage es­ 
timated at £20,000, and so wrecking 
the place that work will be suspend­ 
ed for some months, throwing about 
200 men out of work. Eleven gas-filled 
boilers are used at the works to gen­ 
erate** steam for blowing the engines 
which supply the furnnaces with the 
blast, and it is supposed that there 
was an explosion of gas. 
The report 
was terrific and the effect disastrous. 
Three of the boilers were blown Into * 
fragments, while a fourth was found 
in a field a considerable distance away. 
The boiler is reported to have flown 
through the air at a terrific speed, at 
a height of about 60 feet, “just like 
an aeroplane.” Part of another boil­ 
er crashed into the fitters’ and black­ 
smiths’ mill, bricks and stones were 
shot up as high as the works chim­ 
ney and then rained 
down 
on 
the 
works yard and the high road leading 
into the village. 
About 50 men, most­ 
ly fillers and pig-lifters, were work­ 
ing at the front and back 
of 
the 
blast furnaces, a hundred yards away, 
at the time, but they all had a re­ 
markable escape from injury.

In air machines, where lightness is 
the paramount consideration, it is nec­ 
essary to cut things very fine indeed 
So that if you read in the papers that 
the France dirigible balloon made a 
run to Verdun at the rate of 43 kilo­ 
meters an hour, It means that at this 
speed all her parts 
were 
strained 
nearly to breaking-polnt, and that she 
would have been quite unable to make 
say, 45 kilometers.”

A terrific explosion occurred at Dlo- 


tlngton Ironworks, near Worklngton, 
Sngland, recently, causing damage es- 
Amated at £20,00^, and BO wrecking 
the place that work will be suspend- 
ed for some? months, tin-owing about 
!00 men out of work. Eleven gas-filled 
boUers are used at the works to gen- 
erate steam for blowing the engines 
which supply the furnnaces with the 
blast, and it Is supposed that there 
was an explosion of gas. 
The report 


was terrific and the effect disastrous. 
Tnree of the boilers were blown Into 
fragments, while a fourth was found 
In a field a considerable distance away. 
The boiler is reported to have flown 
through the air at a terrific speed, tt 
a height of about 60 feet, "just like 
an aeroplane" Part of another boil- 
er crashed into the fitters' and black- 
smiths' mill, bricks and stones were 
shot up as high as the works chim- 
ney and then rained down on the 
works yard and the high road leading 
Into the village 
About 50 men, most- 


ly fillers and pig-lifters, were work- 
Ing at the front and back 
of 
the 


blast furnaces, a hundred yards away, 
at the time, but they all had a re- 
markable escape from injury.

illers are used at the works to gen- 


eraSHsteam for blowing the engines 
which supply the furnnaces with the 
blast, and it is supposed that there 
was an explosion of gas 
The report 


was terrific and the effect disastrous. 
Tnree of the boilers were blown into 
fragments, while a fourth was found 
in a field a considerable distance away 
The boiler is reported to have flown 
through the air at a terrific speed, c.i 
a height of about 60 feet, "just like 
an aeroplane" Part of another boil- 
er crashed into the fitters' and black- 
smiths' mill, bricks and stones were 
shot up as high as the works chlm 
ney and then rained down on the 
works yard and the high road leading 
Into the village 
About BO men, most 


ly fillers and pig lifters, were work- 
ing at the front and back 
of the 


blast furnaces, a hundred yards away, 
at the time, but they all had a re- 
markable escape from Injury
